Total Revenue, After Deducting 
Bad Debts, etc., Was Increased '

That there tl an average of one 
telaphone to every five persons in te 
city is the eatatement made by acting | 
Superintendent (R. Christie in the an- 
nual report of the telephone depart- 
ment. 

The Acting Superintendent staes: 
“The net increase in subscribers# lines 
for the year was 275, bringing the 
total number of lines to 9720, while 
the number of telephones in service 
was increased by 411, bringimg the 
total number of telephones in use at 
December Gist, 1929, up to 12,081. 
Taking the official figures of the re- 
cent census, this works out at one 
telephony to every five inhabitants. It 
may also be noted here that there 
were approximately 800 applicants 
waiting for service at the end of last 
year, and this list ig being steadily 
augmented so that practically the 
Tull new two-wire 11000 fine equipment 
will ‘be broveht into service as soon 
as the installation of same is complet-

Revenne and Expenditure 

Dealing with the subject of the fi- 
nances, the report shows that a sur- 
pius of $60,290.54 has been placed 
aside during the year. It reads: 

‘The total revenue, after deduction 
of discounts and bad debts, amounted 

$392.911.61, un increase of ($59,- 

852.26 over 1919. 

‘The total expenditure, including all | 
fixed charges, amounted to $332, 


621.07 which exceeds that of the pre- 
vious year by $47,215.07. 

“The net surplus in the year’s op- 
erations is $60,290.54, and the accum- 
ulated surplus as at December 31st, 
1020, reaches thc total of $135,809.39. 

Pay Stations 

“At December (Sist there were 149 
publi: pay stations in service through- 
out the city. The total revenue for 
the year from this source amounted 
to $12,538.01, gs conrpared with ($16,- 
097.72 for the previeus year. 

Private Branch 

“In this branch of service, which 
drciudes a few muttiple trusk, inter- 
eommunicating, and special relay sys- 
tems, eleven additional instaltations 
were made during the year, bringing 
the total to 60. The tot revenue for 
the year from this type of service 
amounted to $28,937.40, as compared 
with $21,347.40 in 9190. Orders were 
placed in 1920 for two spécial private 
automatic exchanges, each of 160 line 

apacity. One of these will be insisl- 

ed in Revillon Bros’. new warehouse 

at an early date, and the other in the 

new Marshall Wells’ bufiding, prob- 

ably in August or September, 1921. 
Many Calls 

‘The average catis per line per day 
for 1920 shows an increase over the 
same for 1919 of 12 per cent. The 

tal calls for the year are estimated 
a’ 53,961,000, which means an increase 

18 per cent in traffic as compared 
with the previous year. 
Continuous Service 

“Dyring the year our subscribers 
\hndjispractically continwmougs deervice, 
any nunor break-downs due to fires 
and storms being promptly taken care 
of. The nunsber df complaints of 
anything like a serious neture has 
been reduced te a minimum. It has 
always been the department's aim to 
civ& immediate attention to pevery 
case ‘or reported trouble from its 
subsertbers, and to secure for each 
subscriber i» good standing, a 24- 
hours’ uninterrupted service per day, 

“In the commercial office a total 
of 10,140 work orders were handled 
during the year, exclusive of approxi- 
mately 800 applications taken, and 
filed on the waiting list. The collec- 
tion end of the office still maintains | 
its high standard of efficiency, the 
actual outstandings at the end of the 
year being only $5,140.10, represent- 
ing slightly over 1 per cent. of the 
total revenue of ($392,911.61. 

Capital Expenditure 

“The total capital expenditure for 
the year amounted to $236,539.23, as 
against $77,324.25 in 1919. The great- | 
er proportion of this substantial in-| 
crease ig due to the expenditure on 
the ncw telephone exchange, and the 
new 1000 line two-wire equipment at 
present being installed therein, to- 
gether with the additonal under- | 
stound cable conmruction necessary 
to take care of the new thousand line | 
extension to the plant. The total capi- 
talisation of the systera as at the close 
of 1920 mwas $2,135,048.43, leaving an 
unexpended balance of $41,662.09. 
This unexpended balance cf eapital 
funds will soon he exhausted by pay- 
ments still to be made on contract 
work on the new telephone exchange, | 
when installatten of the new two-wire 
equipment is complete.

‘In addition to the usual necessary 
maintenance work on outside lines 
and cables, a considerable amount of | 


replacement cable werk was done to | 
relieve the congestion in several dis- | 
trieta, where the needs of the system 
had outgrown the cable capacity.

Hiring the dog teams where he conn, 
and g when Gogs were not ob- 
tainable, he still had enough time to 
fight a fire which destroyed the dwel- 
fine of the Indian agent at Fort 
Smith, to @o inte hospital there for 
two @ays as a result, to spend & day 
ot two at Fort Simpson, a few days 
at the 61] Well, to walk more than 
1,200 miles, and to travel in all about 
3,000 miles since he left Hdmonton 
in December, 1920. This fa not thé 
first “mushing”’ achievement of his, 
for he Aas made the nofthern trip 
in dead of winter several times before. 

Interviewed by a Bulletin report- 
er, Mr. George consented to talk 
@heh assured that the llities of 
the north Jand would aue sepileny 
and under the belief that what he ha 
to say might bo of soine advaritage to 
those who may presently attempt to 
go “in.” The story of hia movements 
in the forth land makes @ fairiy ¢om- 
plete history of ol] development there. 

First Saw Norman in 1896 

Mr. George first passed over the 
Wormean field in the eold rush of '98, 
while on his way from Wdmonton to 
the mean sen. He observed that the 
firet still Surns on the right bank 
of the (MacKenzié river above Nor- 
man. He was then undecided wheth- 
er ite origin was gas or coal. Pats- 
ing down stream he landed at what 
is now called ‘Oil Creek near the site 
of the presént Imperial O11 well, and 
made note of the 61] seepates there. 
From this cantp he mailed en board a 
pasting Hudson (Bay boat an atcotnt 
of His find addréssed to friends in To- 
ronto. Though he proceeded to the 
Yukon and spent many years there, 
he never forgot that oil indications 
were good in the north, and when gold 
ceased to lure he réturned to Edmon- 
ton and bégan to head again toward 
the country Whefe he kfhewW oil must 
eventually be found. 

For Lord Rhonnda ta 12:4. 

In 1914 Lord Rhonnda beFan «a 
vigctous search fof oil in the: north 
west. Mr. George outfitted a party 
for him at Athsbasca Landing, an 
floated ®y scow down to Fort Mc- 
Murray. Here dhe party branched off 
up the Clearwater river, emerging 
eventually at Prinee Afbért. Another 
party branched off and. went up the 
Peace River. ‘These staked oil claims 
there. Mr. George, and the remaind- 
er of the pnw Went up te Smith 
Portage an ent the summer survey- 
ing for a railWay over the Portage, 
and prospecting for salt, minerals and 
potash. The charter for the railroad 
was afterwards secured. In the fall 
the Smith Portage party tracked 
their boats up the éPace a8 far @s the 
ehutes at Vermilion, 

At Vermilion it ia Interesting 
note that the party found the Hud- 
eon Bay post closed. They were com- 
peiled to break in to secure provisions 
to keep from #ta- Ving. But what starte 


jed the party Was thé héWs which the ! 


solitary bred Indian told them. 
Never Knew War Started. 

“Big war oh; Hv@son Pay clei 
all posts, sed stiff to France,” waé 
all they coti!@ leafn from the native. 
With what patience they Gould muster 
they waited the afrival 6f the Hudson 
Bay boat and further neWs of the big 
events, which had beéh Proceeding for 
gome moftths without their knowledge.
